be held beginning June 15 if con- 
gress provides sufficient funds In the 
pending army bill.

That the I iterest In the protection 


»{ the wild waterfowl on the Decatur 
lake Is very irreat was conclusively 
shown by the atorm of indignation 
which arose when the killing of thlr- 
ty-se\en ducks on the lake by one 
man was repor ed In The Review r«- 
cftls 
More than one hundred per- 


sons took the trouble to call up the 
local game warflei to express their 
Indignation at this Infraction of the 
l»w which protects the wild water- 
fowl !n the spring regardless of »ny 
local sanctuary rules. 


The United States and Canada have 


•greed that both nations would pro- 
tect the wild m'gratory water fowl 
during the nesNsg season and this 
treaty Is now a law of the land. 


MAKE A REFUGE. 


But regardless of the national or 


state law covering seasonal shooting 
thousands of Decatur citizens are 
anxious that th» Decatur lake be 
made a refuge where the ducks and 
reese will know that they are safe 
from the pot hunter at all seasons of 
the year. 


PROVIDE POOD. 


In order to attract the ducks and 


geese those who are interested know 
that food should be provided and the 
aowlng of wild rice and wild celery 
li already being discussed and seed 
catalogues and pamphlets relating to 
the feeding of wild fowl In this way 
have been received by lovers of the 
birds here. 


AT FISHING CL.TJB. 


At trie Fishing club there Is also 


a movement being started to grow 
these two plan's which are especial- 
ly attractive to the wild fowl and 


to protect the water fowl on that 
lake as well as on the larger lake 
up the river. 


Fish also are said to thrive among 


the plants of wild rice and wild cel- 
ery so that the planting of some of 
the bays along the shores of the 
lake to either or both of these plants 
will be beneficial to the fish as well 
as g'ving food for the birds. 


WANT GOOD EATS. 


"You know," said a Wisconsin man 


who has studied the aotlon of wild 
ducks on the rice marshes of Wis- 
consin, "wild ducks are like men, 
they go where they can find a good 
place to stay and where they can 
get the things they like to eat. 
It 


Is the food that attracts them and 
makes it posslole for the wild ducks 
to stay on any waters. 
They will 


pass up a poor feeding ground for 
a good one Just as quick as you or I 
will pass up a poor restaurant for a 
good one 
By planting the foods they 


love and aeareh for you can bring 
many more wild ducks to your wat- 
ers, and they will return each year, 
bringing their families 
and 
their 


friends with them" 


WAIT OX STATE. 


That feeding grounds will be es- 


tablished ir the Decatur lake Is cer- 
tain as soon as the state declares It 
to be a sanctuary where the birds 
n ill be properly protected.

KYW, at Chicago, 111, holds a record for being the first radio station in 


the world to broadcast operas direct from the stage. This was done during1 


the 1921-1922 season of the Chicago Grand Opera Company. A pipe organ 
has recently been installed in the studio so that better concerts can be given. 
The studio, with its new pipe organ installed, is at the top, while the actual 
radio station is shown below. 


WJZ, at Newark, N. J, was originally established by the Wcstinghous* 


Co., but is now operated jointly by the Westinghouse Electric & Manufac- 
turing Company and the Radio Corporation of America. This station was 
the first in the world to broadcast bedtime' stjries for children. The studio 
at WJZ is very lavish in appointments.

General Grant was in Decatur for 


two davs October 6 and 7 in 1880. 
This B'as soon after the expiration 
of his second term as president and 
the memory of his military achieve- 
ments was stiu fresh in the minds 
of the people. Living In Decatur at 
the time were tHree of his generals, 
Oglesby, Mooie and Pugh, besides 
nmdreds of other ofHceis and men

Hospital Station. 


Eighty-seven babies were present 


at the Infant Welfare station Thurs- 
day afternoon. 
A 
number of 
thi> 


mothers expressed their regret over 
the fact that Dr. Neece was giving up 
the work. They were not In favor of 
the proposed station being located at 
the Macon Bounty Hospital and being 
conducted purely on charity lines. 


The mothers and doctors seem to 


have a vastly different view of the 
situation. As one mother expressed 
It, "This is s. place for the well baby 
and to keep it well." 


PRAISE WORK. 


"I can't praise this place enough," 


said another 
mother, "I cama here 


from Peorla, where I had my child 
under the special care of a baby spe- 
cialist, and It was not improving, but 
since, coming here, and following the 
general health rules 
given, he has 


been improving rapidly." 


"The average family 
doctor 
does 


not know enough about the feeding 
of Infants to be able to tell a mother 
how to feed them. My child has not 
been gaining and every time I went 
to our physician he always told me to 
increase the feeding, but did not say 
how much nor how many feedings to 
give \n a day, I Increased the feed- 
ing until the child was getting 
the 


amount an eleven months old baby 
should have and 
it la 
only 
five 


months old. 


"Since coming here and following 


the schedule of feeding that was giv- 
en to me my child has gained two 
ounces during the last week, and she 
is receiving just two thirds of what 
she had been fed. I resent the idea 
of conducting a station 
for charity 


cases only. While I am not a woman 
of means, yet I do not feel that I am 
a pauper, and I would not go to a 
station where there was a distinction 
made," said another mother.
